Business men do 
not feel inclined lo make improvements and add new lines, as 
they would if the obligation of debts was keenly fell. 


Tradesmen say that some of their worst slow-pay cus- 


tomers arc people who have plenty of money. The sight of 
such persons floating lazily a I ong 'in fat luxury, while their 
creditors are working nights and lying awake because they^ 
' cannot'collect the money that would pay their bills, is about' 
as line an example of hoggishuess as anything the American 
menagerie produces. 


Few things fritter, away the energy of business men like 


the work of collecting small bills. U calls for constant strain 
of energy and expense in lying up loose ends. 
In no depart- 


ment ol husiness is lhal truer than in collecting newspaper 
subscriptions. 
People who allow such bills to run along do 


not realize, how their reputation for etliciency and honor 
sutlers.
